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With the opening of the fresh 
water fishing season, May 1, we 
see the beginning of the year- 
round bass and panfish season here 
in California. Research has been 
conducted in the reproductivity of 
these species of fish in certain 
California waters. Even under 
constant and fairly heavy fishing, 
it has been found that these spec- 
ies of fish are capable of main- 
taining a steady balance of repro- 
duction. 

We can look to Lake Henshaw 
for verification of this statement. 
For a number of years, now, Lake 
Henshaw has been open year- 
round and the productive element 
of its finny boarders is amazing. 
It has been said that this lake is 
the most productive lake in the 
country. : 

For you people who haven’t had 
a chance to open the trout season 
yet and who don’t relish the 
thought of a long trip, why not 
try the few streams in our coun- 
ty? 

Santiago or Morro creek is by 
far the best trout water in the 
county. Although the finny peo- 
ple are a little wary now, they are 
there. All you need is a little 
patience in taking them. Your 
best fishing time is early in the 
morning and late in the afternoon. 
Salmon eggs are the best bait, al- 
though you might try a few early 
season flies because there are a 
few hatches showing: now. 

The water in San Juan and Tra- 
buco creeks is fairly low, but a 
few fish have been taken from 
these waters. Although the fish 
ar there, I might add that you will 
have to work for the catch you 
take out.

For News Field Trip 


In order to become better ac- 
quainted with the operation of a 
daily newspaper, eighteen mem- 
bers of the journalism class visit- 
ed the Santa Ana Register Wed- 
nesday, May 5. 

Members of the class and journ- 
alism instructor Carl Venstrom 
were met at the Register office by 
Bill Buhr, combination reporter 
and photographer, who conducted 
the tour through the plant. Buhr 
explained the activities and an- 
swered students’ questions. 

First stop was at the newsroom 
where the editors and reporters 
write and assemble the day’s news. 
The students were shown the tele- 
types where the world and nation- 
al news comes directly to the of- 
fice, to be sifted for publication 
according to importance. 

Next stop was the composing 
room where the news from the 
newsroom is set in type by the 
linotype machines, placed in page 
forms and sent to the stereotyper 
who casts from lead one round 
page form to be fitted onto the 
press. 

Last stop was the pressroom 
where the final step in putting out 
a paper was in progress. The 
noisy, whirling press, capable of 
printing a 48 page paper at one 
run, was going at full speed. As 
if anticipating the group’s arrival, 
the press went awry and the paper 
‘web’? broke, giving the students 
the opportunity of seeing the 
pressmen_ rethread the paper 
through the various rollers and 
braces resembling a spider web 
when completed.

Only Eastern Conference Title

school term, your sports editor wishes to review the athletic 
phase of the entire school year, from king football right 
down to the championship baseball season. 


Gridders won five, lost five 


Though Coach Bill Cook’s 
gridders won their first three 
starts from tough opponents, 


they wound up the season with 
five victories and the same number 
of defeats. ” 

Davey Don finished fourth in 
the Eastern conference with two 
wins and three defeats. Chaffey’s 
9-0 victory over the locals marked 
the first time since 1939, that the 
Dons were held scoreless. The 
Dons’ 48-7 loss to the Bakersfield 
Renegades was the worst defeat 
in Don grid annals. Chaffey was 
the ultimate Little Rose Bowl 
victor. 

Santa Ana also lost its first 
game in 13 years to the cross- 
county Fullertonians on the home 
gridiron on Thanksgiving day. 
The season had its bright side, 
however, the Dons’ 28-19 victory 
over Riverside being the best 
played and most exciting game of 
the season. 

Halfback Jack Pickering was se- 
lected to first team berths on the 
All-Southern California and All- 
Conference teams, while end Carl 
Oberto made the second team. 
Fullback and Co-Captain Ralph 
Freitag made the second All-Con- 
ference team. 

End Jim Thornburg and Freitag 
were elected Co-Captains at sea- 
son’s end, while Fullback Jack 
Hood (ineligible last season) and 
tackle Bob Miles were elected Co- 
Captains for next year. Team- 
mates picked Oberto as “Don of 
the year,” and guard Rod Gould 
as the most improved player. 

Cagers surprise 

One of the highlights of the 
sports year was the record turn- 
ed in by the Don basketball team. 
With Miles Eaton in his initial 
season at the Don helm, the Scar- 
let and Black finished in a three 
way tie for second place, just one 
game behind the champion River- 
side club. 

The Dons won their first three 
conference games from _ Citrus, 
Chaffey, and San Bernardino, be- 
fore Riverside stopped the Dons 
on the Tiger floor 33-29. Fuller- 
ton then topped the locals 56-39 
in the Hornet hive, but Eaton’s 
hardwooders clinched a trip to the 
Western States regional with a 
58-51 conquest of Mt. San An- 
tonio in the league finale. 

Santa Ana then gave the wes- 
tern runner-up Glendale a scare 
before succumbing 64-59 in the 
first round. Center Houston Faulk- 
ner, an. All-Southland second- 
stringer, topped the Don scorers 
with 378 points, and Captain 
Glynn Boies was the Dons’ most 

consistent performer. 


Cindermen lose loop title 
Eastern conference track and 
field supremacy for Coach John 
Ward’s cindermen finally came to 
an end, as Chaffey prevailed in 
the All-Conference affair on the 
Panther oval. 


Santa Ana had been undefeated 
in dual and All-conference meets 
since 1939, but Ward’s thinclads 
won only one dual meet this year, 
that was a practice affair taken 
from the El Toro Marines. The 
Dons placed fifth in the All-Con- 
ference meet and placed eleventh 
in the National meet at Phoenix 
in which Captain Will Bailie plac- 
ed second in the mile in 4:29.0, 
Don Vaughn third in the high 
hurdles, and Bob Thompson sixth 
in the discus for the Dons’ 15 
points. 

Other consistent point winners 
for the Dons included Jim Brett 
and Bill Turner in the 880, Jim 
Landreth in the two-mile, Bill 
Eckles the broad-jump, Merle 
Clever in the shot-put, and Loren 
Meredith and Noel Palm in the 
low hurdles.

Coach Maurice Gerard’s tennis 
squad was handicapped by a short 
practice season, but showed great 
improvement in each succeding 
week. The Dons beat both Citrus 
and Mt. San Antonio in league 
play, and tied touted Riverside. 

San Bernardino, Chaffey and 
Fullerton defeated the Santa Ana 
racket-wielders, but all the mat- 
ches wre closer than final tabula- 
tions indicated. Gerard expected 
his charges to fare well in the 
All-eonfrence tournament at Ful- 
lerton which was to have been held 
Saturday. 


Bill Harwood, Earl Hagadorn, 
Elwyn Goings, Bruce Smith, John 
Cooper, Bob Anderson, and Har- 
old Novack were the _ standout 
performers on th Don tennis team.
